5.  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  SCHOOLS. 

So  much  work  falls  to  be  done  in  the  ordinary  upkeep  of 
school  buildings  and  for  necessary  additions  to  schools  that  the 
progress  with  improvements  of  existing  buildings  or  replace- 
ment of  unsuitable  buildings  is  very  slow. 

This  fact  appealed  so  strongly  to  the  Authority  during  the 
year  that  a sum  of  ^2810  was  set  aside  definitely  earmarked  for 
improving  the  sanitation  of  schools.  If  this  policy  were  adopted 
as  an  annual  one,  a steady  improvement  would  take  place  in  the 
school  buildings. 

The  minutes  of  the  Property  and  Works  Committee  show  the 
following  improvements  during  the  year  : 

(a)  Lighting — Improved  at  Almondbank  School. 

( b ) Ventilation — Improved  at  Almondbank  and  Balhousie 

Schools. 

(c)  Heating — Improved  at  Pitcairngreen,  Blairgowrie  High 

School,  and  Taylor’s  Institution  (Crieff). 

(cl)  Cleansing  and  Disinfection — No  change. 

(e)  Water  Supply^ — Improved  at  Greenloaning,  Blair  Drum- 
mond, Kincardine,  Forgandenny,  Blackwater,  Mad- 
derty,  Dull,  and-  Drumvaich. 

(!)  Sanitary  Conveniences — Pupils’  Conveniences  improved  at 
Pitlochry,  Errol  Infants,  and  Kinloch. 

New  Staff  Room  accommodation  at  Muckhart. 

A partial  improvement  of  Drains  at  Blackford  and  Lawers. 
New  Bathrooms  have  been  provided  at  Rhynd,  Buchanty, 
and  Butterstone. 

(g)  Playgrounds,  etc. — Additions  have  been  made  to  schools 
at  McLaren  High  School  (Callander),  Breadalbane 
Academy  (Aberfeldv),  Auchterarder,  and  Dunblane. 
Additions  are  also  proposed  at  Coupar  Afigus,'  Scone,  and 
Rhynd. 

New  schools  are  also  being  provided  at  Spittalfield  (to  in- 
clude Caputh),  Invervar,  Glenlednock,  Forteviot,  and 
Invermearn. 

Gartmore  and  Greenloaning  are  under  consideration. 

The  following  report  has  been  made  by  the  Master  of  Works 
to  the  Property  and  Works  Committee  : 
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Report  by  Master  of  Works  on  “ Memorandum  by  Medical 
Officer  on  Sanitary  Condition  of  Schools.” 

Gentlemen, 

I have  gone -fully  into  the  various  points  raised  by  Dr. 
M'Leish  in  the  above  Memorandum  and  in  collaboration  with 
him  have  made  a selection  of  the  improvements  which  we  suggest 
should  receive  early  attention,  the  cost  of  which  could  be  met 
from  the  sum  of  ^2810  specially  provided  for  in  .the  current 
year’s  (Revenue  A/C)  Estimates. 

The  School’s  at  which  we  suggest  Modern  Sanitary  Con- 
veniences should  now  be  installed  have  been  selected  because 
of  the  existence  of  suitable  water  supplies,  and  in  anticipation 
of  no  great  difficulties  having  to  be  overcome  in  connection  with 
dainage. 

The  improvements  recommended  are  urgent  and  the  schools 
to  be  dealt  with  are  fairly  well  distributed  over  the  area. 

It  is  intended  that  the  work  be  carried  out  as  nearly  as 
possible  in  the  following  order. 

Guildtown — Provide  power-driven  pump  for  water  supply, 
modern  water  closets  at  school  and  bathroom  at  School- 
house. 

Kincardine — Provide  drainage  system  ; modern  water  closets 
at  school  and  bathroom  at  schoolhouse. 

Note. — The  water  supply  system  at  this  school  is  at 
present  being  renewed. 

Fowlis  Wester — Provide  modern  water  closets  at  school. 

Drumvaich — Provide  drainage  system  ; modern  water  closets 
at  school  and  bathroom  for  schoolhouse. 

Braco — Provide  drainage  and  water  systems,  modern  water 
closets  at  school  and  bathroom  for  schoolhouse. 

Blackwater — Provide  drainage  system  ; modern  water  closets 
at  school  and  bathroom  at  schoolhouse. 

Note. — A new  gravitation  water  supply  has  recently 
been  provided  for  this  school. 

Pi TCAiRNGREEN — Provide  modern  water  closets  at  school. 

Acharn — Provide  drainage  system  and  modern  water  closets 
at  school. 

Bai.quhidder — Provide  drainage  system  and  modern  water 
closets. 

St.  Madoes — Provide  drainage  system,  modern  water  closets 
and  staff-room  accommodation. 

Tibbermore — Provide  drainage  system  and  modern  water 
closets  for  school.

Madderty — Provide  power-driven  pump,  drainage  system, 
modern  water  closets  for  school  and  schoolhouse. 

Dowally — Provide  drainage  system,  modern  water  closets  at 
school  and  bathroom  at  schoolhouse. 

Blackford — Provide  modern  conveniences  and  new  drainage 
system . 

Ardeoxaig — Provide  drainage  system,  modern  water  closets 
for  school  and  bathroom  at  schoolhouse. 

Butter  stone — Provide  modern  water  closets  for  school. 

Dron — Provide  modern  water  closets  for  school. 

Tullibardine — Provide  modern  water  closets  for  school  and 
schoolhouse. 

Fearnax — Provide  drainage  system  and  modern  water  closets 
for  school. 

Dunning  (Infant) — Provide  additional  water  closets  at  school, 
and  bathroom  at  schoolhouse. 

The  cost  of  these  improvements  will  considerably  exceed  the 
sum  which  has  been  earmarked  for  the  purpose  and  in  some 
instances  it  will  probably  be  found  that  the  expenditure  will 
amount  to  such  a figure  as  would  justify  its  being  classed  as  an 
improvement  which  should  be  paid  for  from  Capital  Account. 

At  many  of  the  rural  schools  the  problem  of  providing 
modern  sanitary  conveniences  cannot  be  so  easily  dealt  with  n 
consequence  of  difficulties  in  connection  with  water  and  drainage 
facilities.  The  following  are  some  of  the  schools  which  fall 
within  the  above  category  : 

Redgorton,  Balgowan,  Murthly,  Forgandenny,  Thornhill, 
Ruskie,  Meildeour,  Findo  Gask,  Trinity  Gask,  Aberuthven, 
Stanley,  Methven,  Almondbank,  Muekhart,  Balbeggie,  Kinloch, 
Kinnaird,  Ivilspindie,  Collace,  Glenlochay,  Kinfauns,  Newbigg- 
ing,  Dykehead,  Ardler,  Bendochyq  Innerpeffray,  Stormontfield, 
Balnaguard,  Amulree,  Drumour,  Dalguise,  Blairdrummond, 
Strathvre,  Styx. 

Reference  is  made  in  the  Memorandum  to  unsatisfactory 
school  buildings  at  Spittalfield,  Invervar,  Glenlednock,  For- 
teviot,  Invermearn,  Gartmore  and  Greenloaning. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings  at  the  two  last-named  is  at 
present  under  consideration  and  at  all  the  others  the  Authoritv 
has  decided  to  provide  new  schools. 

Attention  is  also  drawn  in  the  Memo,  to  various  defects  com- 
prising : — Inadequate  and  imperfect  ventilation,  lighting  and 
heating  of  class-rooms;  wood  floors  requiring  renewal;  the 
necessity  for  additional  shelter  sheds;  the  laying  of  concrete 
floors  in  existing  shelters;  the  desirability  of  improving  play- 
ground surfaces  and  other  minor  matters. 


Most  of  the  defects  or  deficiencies  referred  to  in  the  preceding- 
paragraph  can  and  are  being-  dealt  with  in  the  usual  routine 
method  but  in  regard  to  the  ever-recurring  complaints  about 
defective  playground  surfaces  a satisfactory  solution  cannot 
readily  be  applied. 

The  subsoil,  configuration  and  aspect  of  the  several  play- 
grounds are  so  variable  that  the  permanent  surfacing  of  even 
the  worst  of.  them,  if  such  were  practicable,  would  necessitate 
the  expenditure  of  a very  large  sum. 

With  the  exception  of  the  larger  schools  in  the  city  where 
the  whole  or  an  extensive  area  of  the  playgrounds  are  surfaced 
with  tar  macadam,  all  others  are  either  coated  with  ashes, 
gravel  or  whinstone  chippings,  and  these  are  invariably  in  their 
worst  condition  during  or  after  a thaw  when  little  or  nothing  can 
be  done  to  improve  them. 

Balholsie  School — Plans  for  the  improvement  of  the  Sanitary 
Conveniences  at  this  school  are  in  course  of  preparation 
and  it  is  intended  to  proceed  with  the  work  during  the 
current  year.  (Sgd.)  A.  Watt  Allison. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  lack  of  large  water  and  drainage 
schemes  in  the  County  causes  frequently  recurring  difficulty  in 
providing  modern  sanitary  conveniences  at  so  many  schools. 
Some  improvement  in  this  respect  may  occur  if  some  gravitation 
supplies  are  obtained  from  the  proposed  gravitation  water  supply 
to  Perth  Burgh. 

With  regard  to  new  schools,  the  value  of  sunlight  and  fresh 
air  should  always  be  kept  in  mind  as  they  are  essential  to  the 
health  of  the  children,  and  valuable  in  preventing  the  spread  of 
infectious  diseases.  A sunny  aspect  and  an  efficient  heating 
system  are  therefore  important,  for  no  matter  how  good  the 
provision  for  ventilation  is  made,  no  school  will  be  kept  properly 
ventilated  if  it  is  not  efficiently  heated.  For  this,  central  heating 
by  radiators  is  essential,  as  a schoolroom  cannot  be  evenly 
heated  by  open  fires. 

The  curative  power  of  sunlight,  or  even  light  alone  in  the 
absence  of  sun  is  being  more  and  more  realised  in  recent  years. 
By  means  of  sun-baths  combined  with  fresh  air  and  good  food, 
tuberculous  children  can  be  transformed  into  healthy  little  boys 
and  girls.  The  value,  therefore,  of  sunlight  and  fresh  air  in 
maintaining  health  is  extremely  important,  and  anything  that 
can  be  done  to  improve  the  lighting  and  ventilation  of  schools 
should  be  pressed  forward  by  the  Authority  in  the  interest  of  the 
health  of  the  pupils.  It  is  unfortunate  that  at  present  and  for 
some  time  to  come  so  much  of  the  attention  of  the  Works  com- 
mittee and  of  the  Education  fund  must  be  applied  to  improve- 
ments of  Sanitation,  which  everyone  admits  are  long  overdue, 
and  that  therefore  less  of  both  are  available  for  positive 
measures  for  improving  the  health  of  the  children. 
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A great  deal  coul.d, . however,  be . gradually  accomplished  by 
adopting  a comprehensive  scheme  for  providing  windows 
wherever  possible  in  south  walls,  and  making  existing  wipdow  s 
movable  instead  of  fixed,  and  by  cutting  down  trees  which 
block  the  light  of  schools,  and  by  ensuring  that  all  future  ex- 
tensions and  outbuildings  do  not  interfere  with  the  light  of 
existing  class-rooms.  ’ r 'rev  ? • 

With  regard  to  playgrounds  there  is  no  permanent  solution 
except  in  laying  down  some  such  material  as  tar  macadam.

10.  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  FEEDINC  CHILDREN. 

A.  Administration. — The  feeding  of  school  children  has 
again  been  carried  on  at  the  Dining  Halls  in  the  Education 
Buildings,  York  Place,  Perth.  The  meals  are  served  and  super- 
vised by  the  school  staffs  and  Attendance  Officers,  assisted  by  a 
Committee  of  Ladies. 

Dinners  were  served  every  school  day  and  also  during  part  of 
the  Christmas  holidays,  from  12th  November,  1923,  till  27th 
June,  1924 154  days. 

Applications  for  meals  were  considered  at  the  beginning  of 
the  session  by  the  Attendance  Committee,  along  with  a report 
on  each  case  by  the  Headmasters  of  the  schools  and  by  the 
Attendance  Officers.  Free  meals  were  granted  to  113  children, 
and  14  other  children  who  were  in  semi-necessitous  circum- 
stances were  given  meals  at  3d.  per  meal.  The  list  was  period- 
ically revised. 

B.  Nature  of  the  Meals. — The  meal  supplied  was  a two- 
course  dinner  of  soup  and  bread  with  a pudding.  All  children 
received  as  much  as  they  desired. 

C.  Number  and  Cost  of  Meals. — The  total  number  of  meals 
supplied  was  14,561,  an  average  of  95.2  per  day — 2683  less  than 
last  year.

A small  Clinic 
is  also  provided  in  one  of  the  schools  in  Crieff,  where  Nurses 
treat  minor  ailments. 

A certain  amount  of  treatment  of  minor  ailments  has  also 
been  carried  out  by  the  district  Nurses  throughout  the  County.

Of  the  266  cases  seen  by  the  School  Oculist,  214  were  ex- 
amined in  the  Eye  Clinic  in  Perth,  and  52  were  examined  at  : — 
Crieff  (10),  Dunblane  (12),  Pitlochry  (7),  Blairgowrie  (23). 

A contract  is  taken  for  supply  of  spectacles,  to  ensure  a flat 
cheaper  rate  for  all  children.  The  price  during  the  year  has 
been  6/6  per  pair. 


C.  Defective  Teeth. — The  following  is  the  report  of  Mr. 
Cross,  the  Authority’s  full-time  dental  surgeon  : — 


Report  by  Dental  Surgeon. 

On  the  completion  of  this,  the  fourth  year  of  the  Dental 
Scheme,  perhaps  it  is  advisable  to  make  a brief  review. 

This  work  was  commenced  in  1920,  and,  during  the  four 
years,  three  circuits  of  the  County  have  been  made,  involving, 
on  each  occasion,  a visit  of  Inspection  followed  up  at  a later 
date  by  a visit  or  visits  for  treatment  according  to  the  number

of  patients.  In  the  first  year  the  6s  and  7s  were  taken  in  hand, 
and  each  succeeding  year  the  new  6s.  Of  course,  once  a ehrl!d 
was  taken  in  hand  it  was  kept  on  the  list  and  re-examined  on 
each  succeeding  visit  and  any  further  treatment  arranged  for. 
These  cases  are- Certainly  showing  the  benefit  of  such  super- 
vision. fr 

A class  referred  to  Tn  last  year’s  report,  page.  27,  has  been 
particularly  observed.  I refer  to  cases  of  crowding.  The  re- 
sults found  have  fully  justified  our  line  of  action. 

To  come  to  the  figures  given  on  the  table.  These  bear  quite  a 
close  resemblance  to  those  of  last  year.  The  recommendations 
show  a slight  increase  as  do  also  the  acceptances.  The  cases, 
with  corresponding  attendances,  are  practically  identical.  The 
extractions  show  a slight  increase  with  a fall  in  the  number  of 
fillings.  This  is  partially  due  to  (a)  a larger  number  of  casuals 
and  (b)  a better  response  in  the  “Special”  cases.  In  both  of  these 
classes  radical  treatment  is  the  only  one  open..  The  “Specials” 
are  really  bad  cases,  referred  for  treatment  on  that  account.  A 
further  cause  is  the  interval  elapsing  between  Inspections  where- 
by teeth  are  rendered  beyond  reasonable  hope  of  repair,  whereas, 
if  seen  earlier,  they  might  have  been  saved  for  an  indefinite 
period  of  usefulness.  A report  to  this  effect  was  made  and 
means  were  considered  as  to  how  best  to  cope  with  this  con- 
dition. It  was  decided  to  appoint  a part-time  assistant.  At 
the  moment  of  writing,  the  assistant  has  taken  up  duty  and 
his  assistance  should  go  a considerable  way  to  diminishing  the 
interval  and  so  establishing  an  improvement  in  the  dental 
service.  '' 


Statement  as  to  Dental  Treatment. 

The  scheme  was  started  in  1920.  . . , v- 

In  the  year  1920-21  the  6s,  7s  and  Specials  were  inspected. 
Those  requiring  treatrpent  were  reconmiended  and  tho^e  accept- 
ing were  .given  appointments  and  treated, 

In  1921-22  those  inspected  included  — 

(a)  Children  attaining  the  age  of  six  in  the  interval. 

(b)  The  new  Specials. 

. (c)  Those,  not  requiring  t-reatrnent  at  previous  visit. 

(d)  Those  treated  the  previous  year. 

Again,  all  requiring  were  recommended  and  the  acceptances 
were  treated. 

This  line  of  action  has  been  maintained  year  by  year,  till 
now  the  groups  embrace  all  children  from  six  to  eleven  years 
of  age.  Children  of  twelve  years  of  age  and  upwards  have  never 
been  included  in  the  scheme  unless  they  have  come  forward 
as  specials  or  in  small  one-teacher  schools.
